what I weuld obtain under JftJlA and by ether a* ana and it was fairly certain all af it 
ceuld met be publiahod. With him agreement, I then proceeded te de what we had agreed 
te. fie proceeded te lese interest and I had ae agent. 

The book was ta examine hew each ef the institutions ef eedety failed te function 
in this time ef crisis and while tolling the eteiy, with specifies, ef hew each failure 
cowered up fact abeut the assassination and pretacted the kill era. Ths third part was 
te b* the mew "mew evidence."
